A. E. Anderson, state and fed­ 
eral crop statistician here, said, 
howev er, that despite the en- 
ronraflng 
outlook 
of 
winter 
wheat there 
Is “ considerable 
roneern" as to how much dam- 
agt resulted from the sudden 
temperature drop of early No­ 
v ember. That audden change to 
low temperaturea. he said, prob­ 
ably injured some late v arieties. 
Th# rye acreage this year is 18 
per cent larger than a year ago 
and the condition is 43 per cent 
better. The condition of rye is 
placed at 8 3 per cent compared 
with a JO-year average condition 
at this time of 77 per cent. This 
year’s acreage is 651,000 com­ 
pared with 552,000 seeded 
a year 
ago. 
For the ,nation as a whole, the 
seeded acreage of w inter wheat is 
5.6 per cent above the average 
and has an 8 4 per cent condition 
compared with a condition of 55 
per cent last year and an average 
condition of 79 per cent.

h a t was a truly rem arkab le record revealed 
in the report of presidential action upon ap­ 
plication of paroles and com mutations of sentences 
acted upon b y President Roosevelt during the first 
6 y ears and 3 m onths of his adm inistration. 
In 
that period 1,555 people convicted of violation of 
federal statutes w ere the b eneficiaries of executive 
action. 
Only 87 out of the total num b er, or 5.59 
per cent, b etray ed that trust. 
Strangely the record was the 
m ore 
impressive 
in the instance of full and unconditional pardon. 
There were 84 orders of that nature, and out of 
the 84 only 2, o r 2.38 per cent, gave troub le after 
their release, and their troub les w ere of the most 
m inor character. 
A study of the records of parole and pardons in 
the different states undoub tedly would reveal a 
much higher average of failure in the selection of 
law violators entitled to another chance. 
If any 
state has a record com parab le to that of the federal 
government, or b etter, it would b e Neb raska b e­ 
cause the pardoning b oard of this state has b een 
sparing and judicious in its actions upon applica­ 
tions for clemency .

But Miss M ulhall was a figure from another era. 
Althougn great ranches still rem ain In this country 
the cowb oy tradition is swiftly disappearing and it 
is extrem ely unlikely that there are m any girls 
of seven who are learning to rope and b rand y ear­ 
lings. 
The cowb oy s and 
cowgirls 
seen in 
the 
rodeos are as likely to b e natives of Brookly n or 
New ark as to b e from 
W ildcat 
Gulch or 
Three 
Forks. 
Indeed the rodeo perform ers have come so 
far from the traditions of the range that they even 
have their own union. 
The “original cowgirl” of 
19 40 prob ab ly feels more at home posing for a 
dude ranch advertisem ent than 
she 
does in the 
saddle.

A few independents also make 
castings, b ut Alcoa dom inates the 
output, as well as alum inum -alloy 
tub ing and sheeting, also essen­ 
tial in m anufacturing planes. 
To day , deliv eries o f fo rgings 
are sev en mo nths behind and 
o f castings three mo nths in ar­ 
rears. 
For m onths the m ajor airplane 
plants — Douglas, 
Consolidated, 
N orthrop and others—hav e b een 
clam oring desperately for m ore of 
the.« e supplies. 
Result: w hereas 
deliv eries of forgings to Douglas 
w ere 
four 
m onths 
b ehind 
last 
July, they are now sev en months 
b ehind. This has forced the use 
of castings, which are w eaker and 
less desirab le than forgings. 
Who is to b lam e for this grav e 
situation is a m atter of b itter 
dispute. 
All hands are agreed that there 
is no shortage of alum inum in­ 
gots, of which A lum inum Corpo­ 
ration is the principal producer. 
The shortage is in the giant ham -, 
m ers and dies required to makej 
the plane forgings. In Octob er, in 
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an effort to meet the dem and, 
Alcoa installed sev en new ham ­ 
m ers and now has a giant plant 
and m achine tool expansion pro­ 
gram under way.

try ing fo break into this pro fit­ 
able mo no po ly co mplain irately 
that they can get no help fro m 
the 
defen.se 
co mmissio n; that 
the co mmissio n refu.se» financial 
aid to get them started. 
Commission

that they are handling the prob ­ 
lem of rapidly increasing the out­ 
put o f forgings “through other 
channels,” 
and 
then 
do

them selv es. 
They 
attrib ute 
a

share 
o f the 
troub le 
to 
the 
plane 
m akers, 
w hom they charge w ith m aking 
needless technical dem ands and 
not getting their draw ings 
o f forg­ 
ings in on tim e. 
In turn, 
the 
manufacturers 
blatne the army and nav y fo r 
co nstant changes in plane de­ 
sign» ; argue that If plane parts 
were standardized much delay 
wo uld be eliminated. 
Thus the b uck is passed round-

the forgings and castings continue 
to fall steadily b ehind, and air­ 
plane output tailspins.

m oral v ictories and pleaded for 
“sincere political 
and 
economic 
solidarity” in po.<'t-war Europe in 
order that it m ight not b e a mere 
external mechanism "imposed b y 
force.” 
The fiv e v ictories which should 
b e the b asis for the new world 
order, the pontiff said, w ere those 
ov er hatred m istrust, the idea that 
“m ight makes 
right,” economic 
m aladiu.strnent and “ctild egoism. ” 
Elab orating on the first of his 
fiv e point.s the pontiff said: 
“ Indeed, at present in a certain 
country propaganda w ithout check, 
which does not av oid m anifest 
alterations of truth, shows enemy 
nations to pub lic opinion daily and 
almo.st hourly in a fal.se and out­ 
rageous light.” 
“But w hoev er really desire the 
w ell-b eing of people and longs to 
help sav e the .» ¡piritual and moral 
b a.ses 
of 
future 
co-operation 
among people from incalculab le 
dam age.” he added, “will con­ 
sider it his sacred duty and high 
mission not to let the minds and 
feeling.s of men lose the natural 
ideal of truth, justice, courte.sy, 
good will, co-operation and, ab ov e 
all, the 
aipernaturnl 
ideal 
of 
b rotherly lov e b rought b y Christ 
to the world.” 
Second Point. 
Regarding his second point, he 
called for “return to that fidelity 
in ob serv ance 
of 
pacts w ithout 
which pure neighb orliness of peo­ 
ples, and particularly the co-ex- 
istence of pow erful and weak peo­ 
ples, could not possib ly succeed.” 
In his third point the po{>e said 
the principle that m ight makes

have two immediate ta.sks—filing, 
c h e c k i n g and classify ing the 
alien.s, and finding and prosecut­ 
ing those who have defied the 
la /.

affiliation.« and activities, checking
